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NLM Online Training Program: 
January-April 1996 Schedule 


The January-April 1996 schedule of NLM Online Services 
Training classes has been finalized. At this time we are 
announcing only the January through April schedule of classes 
due to pending negotiation of the National Network of Libraries 
of Medicine online training contract. The remainder of the 
classes for 1996 and other NLM training program 
announcements will be included in a future issue of the 
Technical Bulletin. 


The schedules are in Appendixes A, B and C. The registration 
form is in Appendix D. These classes focus on techniques for 
searching the MEDLARS databases using command language 
searching. The NLM Online Services Training Program 
consists of a basic module plus five specialized modules. 


The basic module is: 
Fundamentals of MEDLARS Searching: This three-day 


class for new searchers focuses on ELHILL commands, 
MEDLINE, and MeSH vocabulary.

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Technical Notes 


USA Added to the MEDLINE 
Address (AD) Field 


Starting with data entered during the 
MEDLINE 9506 Entry Month (EM), the 
string ‘USA’ is being added in the 
Address (AD) fieldif the primary author’s 
affiliation address is in any of the 50 
states or the District of Columbia. No 
attempt is being made to add this 
information retrospectively to older 
records. This addition to MEDLINE data 
will carry over into other files that contain 
MEDLINE subfiles.

BIOTECHSEEK Merged with 
MEDLINE 


Friday, June 30, 1995 was the last day 
that the BIOTECHSEEK (BIOSEEK) 
file was available online. During the 


regular weekly update to MEDLINE on 
Saturday, July 1, 1995, the 6,348 citations 
that were in BIOSEEK were merged into 
MEDLINE. 


BIOSEEK was originally developed to 
complement MEDLINE. It contained 
bibliographic citations from 
approximately 30 selectively indexed 
biotechnology journals not indexed for 
MEDLINE. 


The addition of BIOSEEK references 
enables MEDLINE to offer more 
complete coverage of biotechnology- 
related material, including molecular 
sequence databank information. The 
former BIOSEEK references are tagged 
with the Special List Indicator (LI) value 
of B. New citations from the Special List 
B journals are being added directly to 
MEDLINE. 


Effective with 1995 date of publication 
issues, NLM is using the broader 
MEDLINE selection policy for former 
BIOSEEK journals now in MEDLINE 
to determine which articles are to be 
indexed. This means that the more general 
articles in scope for MEDLINE are 
indexed along with the more specific 
articles that contain sequence data. 


AIDSLINE Additions 


The 9507 (EM) update of AIDSLINE 
included abstracts from the NIH 
Conference on Retroviral Integrase 
(added on July 13, 1995) and the 
Australasian Society for HIV Medicine 
6th Annual Conference held with the 
National Centre in HIV Virology 
Research and the Australian Nurses in 
AIDS Group on November 3-6, 1994 
(abstracts added on July 14, 1995). To 
isolate these records, at any USER: 
prompt in AIDSLINE enter: 


(si) aids and meeting abstract (pt) and 
9509 (em) 
for the Conference on Retroviral Integrase 


(si) ASHM6 and 9509 (em) 
for the Australasian Society HIV 
Medicine Conference 
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Please remember that these are citations 
to meeting abstracts, not journal articles. 
The full text of the abstract is online- 
nothing more can be supplied via 
interlibrary loan. Papers presented at a 
meeting may be prepublication; 
information regarding subsequent 
publication or further details should be 
directed to the authors. Author affiliation 
(organization name, city, state, and zip 
code of where the author was located 
when the research was performed or 
where the paper was presented) is 
provided in the Address (AD) field of the 
AIDSLINE record. 


PDQ Available via the NLM 
Gateway 


A “new and improved” version of PDQ 
became available July 3, 1995. A user 
can now login by choosing P - PDQ for 
Cancer Information from the NLM 
welcome menu, or by choosing B - 
Biomedical Databases and then file pdq 
at a USER: prompt. Users can also now 
switch to any ELHILL database (e.g., 
MEDLINE, CANCERLIT ) or to 
TOXNET files from PDQ with the file 
command followed by the desired 
database name. The new PDQ features 
were discussed in detail in the July-August 
1994 Technical Bulletin, pages 17-19.

More detailed information concerning 
the MeSH Trees file and its availability is 
contained in the Documentation and 
Terms/Conditions statement on pages 
771-791 of the 1994 July-August issue of 
the Technical Bulletin Appendix I. Please 
note that while the 1995 Trees file is now 
available, the 1996 electronic version 
will be available around mid-November. 
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British Heart Journal Will 
Change Title in 1996 


Based upon information provided by the 
BMJ Publishing Group in 1994, NLM 
created anew SERLINE record for Heart 
Journal, which was to be a continuation 
of British Heart Journal. Readers were 
notified of this new title/title change in 
the March-April 1995 NLM Technical 
Bulletin (page 32). When the title did not 
change as expected, NLM removed the 
record from SERLINE. 


In June, the NLM received notification 
from the BMJ Publishing Group that as 
of January 1996, the British Heart Journal 
will change its name to Heart. The ISSN 
number of the retitled journal will be 
1355-6037. The journal cover, according 
to the information provided, will indicate 
that the title was formerly the British 
Heart Journal. 


New Paper about Eugenics 
Available

Reminder: NLM is transitioning from the current telecommunications networks SprintNet (Telenet), TYMNET, and 
CompuServe to the new FTS2000 network. Please begin using the FTS2000 number 800-525-0216 according to the schedule 
below. If the date for your state has passed, you may begin using the new number immediately.

The five specialized modules cover many 
of the other MEDLARS databases: 


Chemical/Toxicology/TOXNET 
Databases: These databases (including 
ChemID, CHEMLINE, TOXLINE, 
TOXLIT, and the various TOXNET 
databases) are taught in a comprehensive 
two-day module. 


AIDS Databases: This half-day module 
includes searching on the free databases 
of AIDSLINE, AIDSTRIALS, 
AIDSDRUGS, and DIRLINE. 


Cancer Databases: This half-day 
module includes CANCERLIT and PDQ. 


POPLINE/BIOETHICS/HISTLINE: 
This half-day module covers these three 
specialized databases. 


Health Services Research Databases: 
This half-day module gives an overview 
of this emerging field and concentrates 
on the family of NLM’s databases in this 
area: HSTAR, HSRPROJ, and HSTAT. 


The Fundamentals of MEDLARS 
Searching class is offered at NO 
CHARGE by ALL online training 
centers. The specialized modules offered 
by the three Regional Online Training 
Centers require payment of a cost- 
recovery fee. 


Both the Fundamentals and the 
specialized modules concentrate on 
command language searching. They are 
not recommended for Grateful Med 
searchers. For training in the use of 
Grateful Med, consult your local medical 
library or the nearest NLM Regional 
Medical Library. 


How to Apply 


To register, use the Request for NLM 
Online Training form--Appendix D. Send 


the completed form to the training center 
that will conduct the training session. 
Next to the training site name in the 
various schedules is a symbol indicating 
the training center to which the 
registration should be sent. Training 
classes held at NLM in Bethesda, 
Maryland, have no symbol indicator, and 
registration should be mailed to the 
MEDLARS Management Section. The 
reverse side of the registration form 
provides mailing and faxing information. 
If a class requires payment, instructions 
for payment will be sent to you by the 
training center teaching the module after 
you have registered. 


Every attempt will be made to place 
training applicants in the class requested. 
If aclass is filled, the applicants will be 
registered for their second choice, and 
also automatically placed on a waiting 
list for their first choice. Approximately 
one month prior to the class, registrants 
willreceive a packet with information on 
hotels, local site arrangements and the 
class agenda. 


Keep the following points in mind when 
applying for these classes: 


¢ It is necessary to have a MEDLARS 
User ID code in order to attend any of the 
classes. 


¢ The same form is used when applying 
for either the Fundamentals or any of the 
specialized modules. Please use a separate 
form for each applicant. 


¢ Please specify the class dates and sites 
on your form. Remember to list a second 
choice to expedite scheduling. 


e All classes/modules are considered 
“tentative” pending sufficient enrollment 
one month before the class. 


e There are no prerequisites for the 
specialized modules. However, it is 
strongly recommended that you have 
previous experience/training or prior 
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knowledge of the ELHILL command 
language before attending. If you are 
attending a Fundamentals course on the 
three days immediately preceding a 
specialized module, you will be prepared 
for the material included in any 
specialized module. Alternatively, you 
may take a three-day Fundamentals 
course and then at a later date request and 
be scheduled for one or more specialized 
modules. 


MEDLARS: Refresher & 
Review 


The three Regional Online Training 
Centers also offer a four-hour workshop 
called MEDLARS: Refresher & Review 
(MEDLARS R&R). 


¢ This workshop includes a brief review 
of NLM system capabilities, a section 
covering recent enhancements to the 
systems such as proximity searching, 
and a demonstration of commands and 
techniques such as TFILE, SPRINT, 
online sorting, and Multi-File Searching 
(MEFS). 


e This workshop is intended for the 
experienced searcher who would like a 
system refresher or update. Computer 
hands-on sessions are not included. 


e Acost-recovery fee may be charged for 
the workshop. This fee varies depending 
on the training center. 


A preliminary 1996 MEDLARS: R&R 
schedule appears in Appendix C. The 
schedule is subject to change and 
additional workshops may be added; call 
your Regional Online Training Center to 
verify the current schedule or to schedule 
an R&R in your area. To register for one

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Gold Standard 
Search 


Thank you to everyone who mailed in 
search strategies in response to the “Gold 
Standard Search” article in the March- 
April 1995 issue of the Technical Bulletin. 
This feature offers searchers a chance to 
match wits with the NLM staff on a 
search strategy formulation. The Gold 
Standard search strategies are developed 
here at NLM. The search request 
published in the March-April 1995 issue 
was: 


The user has asked for citations from 
1994 forward on the concept of critical 
pathways and how critical pathways 
affect patient care. 


The Winner 


There was one winner! Our 
congratulations go to Marcia Anderson 
Reinhardt at the Medical University of 
South Carolina Library, Charleston, SC, 
who ran her search in MEDLINE, 
HEALTH and the Health Services/ 
Technology Assessment Research 
(HSTAR) databases using the ELHILL 
command language. Ms. Reinhardt’s 
search took advantage of many of 
ELHILL’s advanced search strategies. 
Shecreated abasic strategy in MEDLINE, 
SAVEd it and reused it in HEALTH and 
HSTAR. She also used the TFILE 
command to gate between the databases, 
allowing her touse the SPRINT command 
to print the combined citations from the 
three files. An honorable mention goes to 
Paul Tobin of St. Mary’s Hospital, 
Brooklyn, NY, who ran separate (in 
contrast with Ms. Reinhardt’s unified 
strategy) searches in the above mentioned 
three files. 


Analysis of the Search 
Strategies 


The Gold Standard Search retrieved 145 
citationsin HSTAR. Because the retrieval 


was so large the search was further 
narrowed to only 1995 which brought 
the final number down to 59; see Figure 
1. Ms. Reinhardt’s strategy, shown in 
Figure 2, retrieved 26 citations in 
MEDLINE, 19 unique additional 
citations in HEALTH, plus three citations 
from HSTAR. The three HSTAR 
citations come from the subfiles unique 
to that file; however CATLINE, (CAT 
(SD), was notincluded as one of HSTAR's 
subfiles (see SS14 in Figure 2) and a 
relevant CATLINE citation was missed 
as aresult. The difference in the retrieval 
obtained from the two strategies can be 
attributed to two things: the difference in 
the Text Words used with the proximity 
search feature ADJACENCY and Ms. 
Reinhardt’s use of MeSH headings to 
narrow the retrieval obtained with her 
ADJACENCY search (rather than 
limiting the retrieval to the most current 
year). Ms. Reinhardt searched on “critical 
adj pathway#” which would include 
pathway or pathways; the Gold Standard 
Search additionally searched on critical, 
clinical and care adjacent to path(s) and 
pathway(s), along with a few other 
ADJACENCY combinations. Caution: 
Do not truncate path with a colon (path:) 
or you will include pathology and your 
retrieval will include large numbers of 
irrelevant citations on critical or clinical 
pathology. It is extremely important to 
use the # with the root word “path” to 
substitute for single letter or space and 
search it as path#. 


Choosing a File 


For this search, it was not necessary to go 
first to MEDLINE; all the citations 
retrieved by Ms. Reinhardt’s strategy in 
MEDLINE are available in HEALTH. It 
did no harm to the final results to go into 
MEDLINE first as she did, because she 
eliminated the overlapping citations in 
HEALTH by combining her retrieval 
with “and NOT med (si).” However, it 
does mean unnecessary time and money 
spent to search the two files and to retrieve 
duplicate citations in two files. The Gold 
Standard Search went directly to HSTAR. 
Searching this file directly gave the largest 
retrieval with a minimum amount of 
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search time and expense. 


Search Strategy Suggestions 


If you used ADJACENCY (ADJ) with 
critical and path(s) or pathway(s) and 
you were in file HEALTH or HSTAR, it 
would be hard to go wrong with this 
search. The MeSH headings used to refine 
the search are really not necessary. With 
anewly emerging concept, where a single 
term or phrase is not always found in all 
the relevant articles, the primary 
challenge is to find the synonyms that 
may be used to describe the subject. In 
this case, clinical or care adjacent to 
path(s) or pathway(s) were also frequently 
used to represent the same concept as 
critical paths. Ronald Gordner of NLM’s 
Reference Section provided assistance 
in finding the additional phrases used in 
the Gold Standard Search. Searchers will 
be pleased to know that CRITICAL 
PATHWAYS is being introduced as a 
MeSH heading in 1996; so next year you 
will be able to search this concept by 
entering a single MeSH heading. There 
is also a new bibliography forthcoming 
as part of the NLM series Current 
Bibliographies in Medicine onthe subject 
of critical pathways. Look for details on 
the publication date in a future issue of 
the Technical Bulletin. 


The Next Gold Standard 
Search 


The search question is: 


Your client has been seeing too many 
summer movies. He wants you to find 
every article (for as far back as the 
database goes) published in the United 
States on Ebola in the human species 
and he also wants every article on the 
occurrence of Ebola in the United 
States, whether in humans or in 
animals. 


Results will be published in the 
November-December 1995 Technical 
Bulletin. Entries must be received by 
October 20, 1995 to be considered. 


Mail us a copy of your search strategy 
and include a printout of citations and 
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abstracts. If your strategy is selected for 
publication you could win either a copy 
of Grateful Med or one hour of free 
search time. In cases of multiple 
submissions of identical winning 
strategies, the prize winner will be either 
the person who is a first time winner or 
the first winning strategy received.

Searchers 


Select your database carefully. Limit your 
retrieval to English-language citations. 


Search Hints for Grateful Med 
Users 


Select your database carefully. 
Remember to use the F10 key to look at 
MeSH headings. Users with the 
Macintosh version of Grateful Med 
should view MeSH headings by clicking 
on Find MeSH Term on the search screen. 
Limit your retrieval to English.

There are no exact answers or absolutely 
correct strategies, only best 
approximations, just like real life. Good 
luck!

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NLM Unveils “The 
Visible Man” 


[Editor’s Note: This article has been adapted 
from an article originally published in the 
November-December 1994 NLM News. ] 


The scenario is a fantastic one: before 
his execution, aconvicted murderer wills 
his body to science and is “resurrected” 
16 months later as a three-dimensional, 
computer-generated “cadaver” destined 
to be a teaching and research tool for the 
world. 


That story received widespread media 
attention following presentation of the 
Visible Man on November 28, 1994 in 
Chicago. The Visible Man was released 
onto the Internet during a meeting of the 
Radiological Society of North America. 
That event marked the completion of the 
first phase of NLM’s Visible Human 
Project (VLM News, January-February 
1990). Phase two, the Visible Woman, 
will be completed by the end of 1995. 


NLM’s director, Donald A. B. Lindberg, 
M.D., said, “The Visible Man represents 
an incredibly detailed atlas of human 
anatomy, created from thousands of 
images of a human body collected with 
state-of-the-art radiographic and 
photographic techniques. This is the first 
time such detailed digital information 
about an entire human body has been 
compiled.” 


The Visible Man is so complex that 
those who wish to access the data 
(expected to be predominantly medical 
schools and researchers) will need up to 
two weeks of uninterrupted Internet time 
and 15 gigabytes of computer storage 
space. Although there is no charge for 
accessing the data via the Internet, users 
will be required to sign a licensing 
agreement with NLM stating how the 
information will be used. “The Visible 
Man will be made available free to those 
who suggest promising uses for the data 
and who have sufficient computer storage 
space,” said Michael Ackerman, Ph.D., 
the Visible Human Project coordinator. 


(Dr. Ackerman, previously acting 
director of NLM’s division of Specialized 
Information Services, was recently 
named NLM’ sassistant director for High 
Performance Computing and 
Communications.) 


Background 


The Visible Human Project has its roots 
in the Library’s 1986 Long-Range Plan, 
which recommended that the NLM 
should “...thoroughly and systematically 
investigate the technical requirements 
for and feasibility of instituting a 
biomedical images library.” It 
encouraged NLM to consider building 
and disseminating medical image 
libraries much the same way it provides 
access to the biomedical literature. It 
foresaw acoming era where the Library’ s 
bibliographic and factual database 
services would be complemented by 
libraries of digital images, distributed 
over high-speed computer networks and 
by high-capacity physical media. 


Early in 1989, under the direction of the 
Board of Regents, an ad hoc planning 
panel was convened to explore the proper 
role for NLM in the rapidly changing 
field of electronic imaging. After much 
deliberation, the NLM Planning Panel 
on Electronic Image Libraries made the 
following recommendation: “NLM 
should undertake a first project building 
a digital image library of volumetric data 
representing a complete, normal adult 
male and female. This Visible Human 
Project will include digitized 
photographic images for cryosectioning, 
digital images derived from computerized 
tomography, and digital magnetic 
resonance images of cadavers.”* 


A contract to create these images was 
awarded by NLM in August 1991 to the 
University of Colorado Health Sciences 
Center in Denver.

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The Visible Man 


The Visible Man was created with 
digitized data compiled from the body of 
a 39-year old man who was convicted of 
murder and executed by lethal injection. 
The donor body was imaged from head 
to toe using computed tomography (CT) 
and magnetic resonance (MR). It was 
then embedded in gelatin, frozen, and 
sectioned crosswise at 1 mm intervals, 
using a technique pioneered by principal 
investigators Victor Spitzer, Ph.D., 
assistant professor, Departments of 
Radiology, and Cellular and Structural 
Biology, and David Whitlock, M.D., 
Ph.D., professor, Department of Cellular 
and Structural Biology, University of 
Colorado Health Sciences Center. 


As each cross-section was removed from 
the cadaver, the newly exposed surface 
of the frozen block was photographed. 
The digital photographs were stacked 
and programmed into an imaging 
computer along with the data acquired 
from the radiological studies. See the 
illustration on page 14. 


“Reconstructions of the data can be 
rotated in space, viewed in any plane, 
dissected and reassembled,” said Dr. 
Spitzer. “In the future, any anatomical 
part can be extracted from the body and 
viewed separately. Structures such as 
blood vessels can be followed throughout 
the body and their relationship to other 
structures, such as organs and bones, can 
be seen.” 


The data will be a powerful educational 
tool for students and it also can make an 
important contribution to medical 
research,” said Dr. Whitlock. “Cancer 
researchers, for example, might introduce 
a mathematical model of abnormal cell 
growth into the Visible Man and follow 
it to see how acancer grows in the body.” 


The data also will be helpful in planning 
surgery, designing artificial hips and other 
man-made body parts and testing various 
types of medical treatments, the 
researchers said.

Together with your account 
and password, you will also receive 
information on where you may purchase 
the data set on 8mm Exabyte or 4mm 
DAT tape. The data set will be distributed 
from the ftp site and on tape in a z- 
compressed UNIX TAR format. There 
are six tapes of anatomical images 
corresponding to six body regions: head, 
thorax, abdomen, pelvis, thighs, and feet. 
A seventh tape contains all the MR and 
CT images. Each tape costs $150 in the 
U.S., Canada and Mexico, $300 
elsewhere. An eighth sample tape, which 
contains anatomical images from the 
entire body at 1 cm increments, is also 
available. The set of eight tapes costs 
$1,000 in the U.S., Canada and Mexico, 
$2,000 elsewhere. 


Sample full scale images are available 
via the nlmpubs ftp site. Six full color 
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anatomical images and an explanatory 
README file can be found on nlmpubs 
in visible/bitmaps/color24 as “*.raw”. 
Please be careful as each of these images 
is over 7 megabytes in size. Ten CT scan 
images and an explanatory README 
file can be found in “visible/bitmaps/ct” 
as “* fre” (five images captured while 
the cadaver was fresh) and “*.fro” (five 
images captured after the cadaver was 
frozen).
